Subject; — Policy for the grant of Import Licences to established, 
importers and Actual Users in Jammu & Kashmir State during 
October, 1957 to March, 1958 licensing period. 

No. 14-ITC(PN) / 58.—In terms of Public Notice No. 87-ITC 
(PN)/57, dated 21st December 1957, applications for quota fixation 
and quota licences were to be submitted by the Traders in the 
Jammu & Kashmir State by the 15th February, 1958. On representa¬ 
tions received from the Chambers of Commerce and the trading 
public in that State, it has been decided, in partial modification of 
the above, that such applications will be entertained upto the 15th 
March, 1958. Applications received in the Office of Deputy Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports, Central Licensing Area, New Delhi, 
aftet this date will not be considered for the current licensing 
period. 

1. It has been decided to extendi the last date for submission of 
applications by the Actual Users in the Jammu & Kashmir State upto 
the 28th February, 1958. Applications from Actual Users in that 
Statje, accompanied by a certihcate of essentiality from the Director 
of Industries, Jammu and Kashmir Government, may be submitted 
so as to reach the Office of Deputy Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports, Central Licensing Area, New Delhi, not later than 28th 
February, 1958. 

Subject; — Import policy for Bleaching paste and bleaching powder 
(S. No. 23/V) during October, 1957— March, 1958. 

No, I5-ITC(PN)/58.—Attention of importers is invited to para 3 
of Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Public Notice No. 79-ITC 
(PN)/57 dated the 10th December, 1957 in which it has been laid 
down inter alia that quota licences for Bleaching powder will be 
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issued subject to the condition that 90 per cent of the quantity im¬ 
ported against such licences should be supplied to Municipalities 
and other Government Departments for sanitation purposes and the 
sale of this chemical for purposes other than sanitation will be 
permitted only in accordance with the direction from the Develop¬ 
ment Wing. 

2. As a result of representations received from trade, it has been 
decided that this condition on the sale of imported bleaching powder 
will not be applicable to small value quota licences upto a value of 
Rs. 1,000 issued during the current half year. All other conditions 
applicable to such licences will continue to be operative.
